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New Security Lane at DIW Accommodates 
Passengers Unfamiliar with Air Travel 


The Transportation Security Ad- 
ministration (TSA) has announced the 
expansion of its “family lane” concept 
to every security checkpoint in America. 
The expansion will be complete by 
Thursday, November 20 — just in time 
for the busy Thanksgiving travel seas@iit 

These so-called “green” lanes allow 
families, individuals unfamiliar with air- 
travel procedures, and travelers with spe- 
cial needs to go through security at their 
own pace. 

Individuals carrying medically nec- 
essary liquids, aerosols, and gels in ex- 
cess of three ounces will also be directed 
to, the green lanes. Individuals traveling 
with liquids, gels, and aerosols within 
3-1-1 limits will experience no change 
to their screening procedures. 

According to TSA, the introduction 
of lanes that will serve as both family 
lanes and dedicated lanes for passengers 
carrying medically necessary liquids will 
strengthen efforts to build a network of 
technology to detect liquid explosives. 

“Passengers have shown a prefer- 
ence to go at their own pace,” said Kip

On November 13, the Wayne Coun- 
ty Airport Authority (WCAA) celebrated 
the grand opening of its new, lead-free 
public safety firearm training range at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport (DTW). 
The range is the first of four compo- 
nents of a new public safety training 
center slated to open over the next year. 

“Public safety and security is always 
the Airport Authority's top priority,” 
stated WCAA CEO Lester Robinson. 
“We are proud to have the best-trained 
public safety officers possible, and this 
new facility enhances our ability to pro- 
vide the very best training more effi- 
ciently and sustainably.” 

Robinson said that the $2 million, 
8,215-square-foot range provides Airport 
Police with one of the region’s finest fire- 
arm training facilities located directly on 
airport grounds. Previously,, according 
to a statement issued by the WCAA, Air- 
port Police trained at off-site facilities. 

In addition to being outfitted with 
state-of-the-art equipment, the new 
range is also set up to be entirely lead- 
free. While conventional training ranges

Hawley, TSA administrator. “Expanding 
these lanes to every airport, and direct- 
ing families and passengers with medi- 
cally necessary liquids to them, increases 
passenger convenience and security.” 

Officers manning these dedicated 
family lanes will use their training and 
explosive detection technologies to work 
with passengers to quickly and efficiently 
complete the screening process, said 
Robinson. Individuals traveling with 
medically necessary liquids, gels, and 
aerosols such as baby formula, insulin, 
cough syrup, contact-lens solution, and 
prescription medications will undergo 
additional screening (that will usually 
take less than two minutes) to ensure 
these items do not pose a threat. 

Liquid explosives are still a relevant 
security concern. Restrictions on quan- 
tities of liquids, gels, and aerosols car- 
ried onboard aircraft were implemented 
in August 2006. Technological innova- 
tions will allow a review of current pro- 
cedures by the fall of 2009.

utilize traditional lead-based ammuni- 
tion, Airport Police officers training at 
the new airport range will use special, 
lead-free equipment that reduces expo- 
sure to toxic metals and precludes the 
need for cumbersome, expensive clean- 
ing and maintenance procedures. 
While capable of being fired from 
standard firearms, the special frangible 
ammunition — known as Reduced-Haz- 
ard Training Ammunition (RHTA) — 
turns to copper dust upon impact with 
ballistic steel paneling on the back of the 
range. That copper dust can then be 
collected and recycled. Because-no toxic 
materials are present, maintenance of the 


facility can be accomplished by Airport 


Authority maintenance crews instead of 
special HAZMAT crews. 

“The new range is a prime example 
of sustainable development,” Robinson 
said. “Although the RHTA costs about 
30-40% more than traditional ammu- 
nition, the savings in operation and 
maintenance expenses it provides will 
reduce the total cost to operate the facil- 
ity in the long run.” J
